the road for work and would be glud 
to change their nomadic life for steady 
employment. 
But that ia what they 


cannot get, and BO move on. Of course 
there are mauy vioions and criminals 
in the army of trampa, but they com- 
prise only a small minority of the 
whole number. They are persons out 
of employment as a rnle, who see 110 
chance of work at their old homes, and 
HO take to the road in the hope they 
may be more successful. 
Of course 


there is a spioe of adventure and ohauge 
of life that with the young, buoyant or 
careless outweighs the vagabondage it 
is sure to lead to. In cold weather the 
tramp is not much in evidence, but in 
the warmer season he multiplies iu an 
extraordinary way. The last four years 
of industrial depression must have ac- 
cumulated a large body of the involun- 
tary idle, as well as the professional 
vagrants. A New York paper attempts 
to make a census of the tramps by 
states and reached pretty well on to 
half a million, but of course snob, fig- 
ures are unreliable. 
New York was 


credited with 110,000, and Pennsyl- 
vania with 60,000. 
The small towns 


canvassed along the lines of the lead- 
ing western railroads report that the 1 
tramp evil is growing daily, and every | 
freight train seems to carry a imuu of I 
stowaways. One of the railroad mana- 
gers of Topeku, Kan., declares -that 
there 
is au army of 15,000 tramps 


working their way through that state 
toward the PaciQo. Many more tramps 
than usual are reported in Wisconsin, 
where ic is said the local authorities 
are endeavoring to keep the bands 
broken up and moving, and prevent 
concentration of the idle aud desperate 
man. 
The larger cities of the West re- 


port great numbers of unemployed in 
their midst, notwithstanding the spring 
exodus of the idle into the country, 
tmd thus the tramp legion possesses 
source of further enlargement. 
This 


ia the story from Missouri, as told in 
St. Louis 
uiajjuuch to the Chicago 


Chronicle. 


Reports from the interior of Missouri 


indicate that the country is infested 
with tramps to a degree unknown here- 
tofore. 
Farmers oomplnin that their 


meager possessions aro no longer safe 
unless unceasing watch is kept, and in 
some cases the wandering mendicants 
do not hesitate to resort to violence. 
In fact, the trampa have put on a bold 
front this year and demand in many 
cases what they were formerly wont 
to beg. 
Some murders aud numerous 


minor outrages have been 
repoited 


since the tramping season set in. 


At Detroit the other day the appli- 


cants for work on oity improvements 
outnumbered the demand 40 to 1.

The coming out of the men along the

the company holds out.

coal can not be called serious as yet, 
because there are from 12. to 15 mil- 
lions of bushels of the black diamonds 
In stock at the various pools along the 
river which can 'he placed in <thjs city 
at short notice, and if need be, a por- 
tion of it could be shipped to the lakes. 


Up to the present time no eign of 


unlawfulness has developed among the 
strikers, and no evidence 
whatever 


that there will be. The present time 
promises to be one of decided action 
on the part of the miners. It is re- 
ported that a meeting has been ehed- 
xiled between President Ratchford of 
tu.e Mine Workers' association 
and 


President Gompers of t'he 
Federation 


of Labor in this city, and the miners' 
officials announce that a, systematic 
movement will be started to 'bring out 
the diggers now at work for the New 
York and Cleveland Gas Coal com- 
pany. 


The meeting between R-atchford and 


Gompers will be an important one as 
plans for carrying on the strike to ulti- 
mate success are to be discussed.
